MeNichol and Vare
may control the county ofMoss: thay may
dlotate what s what throughout the
Htate, but even they oan geot nothing
through Councils untll Beger aasenta,
Therefors, it In necessary that Sexer be
allminated from Counclls, that ha he de-
feated here In the Tth Ward, so that his
gontrol may be broken.'

The Houslng Commission In the last
nine month, xocording to Mr. Norris, has
entered 1M7T complaints against the vile
conditions In SBeger's ward; of these but
29 have been cormocted, while 748, or mors
than two-thirds, are stlll unremedied.
The fact that these defects are still In
the same condition s not due to lack of
Interest, sald Mr. Norris, but to the In-
sufficlent force of employes at the dis-
posal of the vommission.

‘Mr, Norris then polnted out that the
doath ratecdn the 7th ‘Ward wan 60 per
cent. higher than'in the city aa whoie;
that the Infant mortality .was 4 e t
of the coity mte and that tubeérculosls
among BSegoer's subjeots was more than
double the mortality in the city.
